ot the Gates of Calais, ‘There came a very numeroys body of 


gentlemen on horfeback two and two, one boat with trumpeters, | 


another with drums and fites, and a third with the band of mu- 
fic belonging to the Shropthire militia—thefe were followed by 
the Rodney cutter, manned by gentlemen in failors habits—— 
Mars, the god of bartle, then proceeded a phacton defigned to 
carry the pallant Admiral, which was drawn by fix horfes, and 
driven by three perfuns dreffed like Britith tars —After this, .a 
bandfome thew of gentlemens carriages, with Minerva protect- 
ing a medalion of the Kiny, clofed the fcene.
